June 14th 
celebrates 
birthday of 
American flag 

In 1885 schoolteacher 
B.J. Cigrand arranged for 
students in his school district 
in Wisconsin to observe the 
108 th anniversary of the offi¬ 
cial adoption of the Stars and 
Stripes with a Flag Birthday 
celebration on June 14th. 

Flag Day was officially es¬ 
tablished by President Wood- 
row Wilson through a procla¬ 
mation on May 30,1916. After 
years of community celebra¬ 
tions, on August 3,1949, Pres¬ 
ident Harry S. Truman signed 
an Act of Congress designat¬ 
ing June 14th of each year as 
“National Flag Day”. 


Sons start out in life 
following their fathers 
around wanting to do ev¬ 
erything they do and be 
just like them.

Hernia Repair 

A hernia is a bulging of internal 
organs or tissues through a 
defect in the wall of a body cavity. 
Hernias can occur in many places, 
including the abdomen, groin, 
diaphragm, brain, and even at the 
site of a previous operation. 

Recurrence rates after hernia 
repair are lower when experienced 
surgeons do the procedure, 
especially for laparoscopic 
techniques. 

► An inguinal hernia occurs 
when soft tissue - usually part of 
the intestine - protrudes through 
a weak point or tear in the lower 
abdominal wall. The resulting 
bulge can be painful, especially 
when you cough, bend over or lift 
a heavy object. 

► An incisional hernia happens 
when a muscle weakens, causing 
a bulge. The cause is an incision 
made in a prior abdominal surgery. 


► A femoral hernia happens 
when a weakness in the muscle 
of the groin allows the intestine 
to bulge through. 


► A epigastric hernia protrudes 
between the belly button and the 
chest, while an umbilical hernia 
forms around the belly button. 
Both are usually present at birth. 


Symptoms range from no pain at all 
to mild tenderness to severe pain. 
Patients also can experience 
nausea and vomiting when part 
of an organ, usually the intestine, 
bulges outside the abdomen and 
becomes trapped, or incarcerated.

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American Flag Etiquette 


Federal law stipulates many aspects of flag etiquette. 
The section of law dealing with American Flag etiquette 
is generally referred to as the Flag Code. Some general 
guidelines from the Flag Code answer many of the most 
common questions: 

• The flag should be lighted at all times, either by 
sunlight or by an appropriate light source. 

• The flag should be flown in fair weather, unless the 
flag is designed for inclement weather use. 

• The flag should never be dipped to any person or 
thing. It is flown upside down only as a distress signal. 

• The flag should not be used for any decoration in 
general. Bunting of blue, white and red stripes is available 
for these purposes. The blue stripe of the bunting should 
be on the top. 

• The flag should never be used for any advertising 
purpose. It should not be embroidered, printed or otherwise 
impressed on such articles as cushions, handkerchiefs, 
napkins, boxes, or anything intended to be discarded after 
temporary use. Advertising signs should not be attached to 
the staff or halyard. 

• The flag should not be used as part of a costume or 
athletic uniform, except that a flag patch may be used on 
the uniform of military personnel, fireman, policeman and 
members of patriotic organizations. 

• The flag should never have any mark, insignia, letter, 
word, number, figure, or drawing of any kind placed on it, 
or attached to it. 

• The flag should never be used for receiving, holding, 
carrying, or delivering anything. 

• When the flag is lowered, no part of it should touch 
the ground or any other object; it should be received by 
waiting hands and arms. To store the flag it should be 
folded neatly and ceremoniously. 

• The flag should be cleaned and mended when 
necessary. 

• When a flag is so worn it is no longer fit to serve as a 
symbol of our country, it should be destroyed by burning 
in a dignified manner. (Note: this should be done in a 
ceremony by your VFW or Boy Scout Troops.)

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USDA Natural Resources Conservation 
Service announces sign-up period for 
Conservation Stewardship Program 


The Natural Resourc¬ 
es Conservation Service’s 
Conservation Stewardship 
Program (CSP) will provide 
about $175 million in fund¬ 
ing for up to 12.6 million ad¬ 
ditional acres enrollment this 
year. 

Although applications 
are accepted all year, farm¬ 
ers, ranchers and forestland 
owners interested in CSP 
should submit applications 
by June 14, 2013 to their lo¬ 
cal NRCS office to ensure 
they are considered for this 
year’s funding. 

The voluntary program 
allows producers to go the 
extra mile in conserving 
natural resources while also 
maintaining or increasing the 
productivity of their opera¬ 
tions. 

“CSP is different than 
our other financial assis¬ 
tance programs,” said NRCS 
State Conservationist Karen 
Woodrich. “CSP encour¬ 
ages producers to address re¬ 
source concerns in a compre¬ 
hensive manner by adopting 
new conservation activities 
and by improving, maintain¬ 
ing, and managing existing 
activities.” 

Playing a significant part 
in conserving and improving 
our nation’s resources, pro¬ 
ducers enrolled an additional 
12.1 million acres in CSP last 
year - over 26,000 of those 
acres were in Kentucky. 

Many of the CSP en¬ 
hancements improve soil 
quality, which helps land 


become more resilient to ex¬ 
treme weather. Several other 
improvements are available 
for producers, including in¬ 
tensive rotational grazing, 
intercropping and wildlife 
friendly fencing. Because 
of the extreme weather in 
2012, more interest and par¬ 
ticipation in the cover crop 
enhancements is expected 
this year, according to NRCS 
experts. 

A CSP self-screening 
checklist is available to help 
potential applicants deter¬ 
mine if CSP is suitable for 
their operation. The check¬ 
list highlights basic informa¬ 
tion about CSP eligibility 
requirements, contract ob¬ 
ligations and potential pay¬ 
ments. It is available from 
local NRCS offices and on 
the CSP Web page. 

As part of the CSP ap¬ 
plication process, applicants 
will work with NRCS field 
personnel to complete the 
resource inventory using a 
Conservation Measurement 
Tool (CMT). The CMT de¬ 
termines the conservation 
performance for existing and 
new conservation activities. 
The applicant’s conservation 
performance will be used to 
determine eligibility, ranking 
and payments.

National magazine 
names Kentucky as top 
destination for trophy deer 

Outdoor Life magazine 
has named Kentucky as the 
nation’s top destination for 
trophy deer hunting. 

The national hunting and 
fishing magazine based its 
rankings on trophy deer pro¬ 
duction, hunter density, fees 
and how hunter friendly the 
laws and regulations were in 
each state. 

“The trophy deer hunt¬ 
ing possibilities in Kentucky 
aren’t a secret anymore,” said 
Dr. Jon Gassett, commission¬ 
er of the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources. “Last year, we sold 
deer permits to residents from 
every state in the country. The 
word is out that hunting in 
Kentucky is just that good.” 

Outdoor Life Editor An¬ 
drew McKean noted the mag¬ 
azine looked beyond just the 
numbers of trophy deer har¬ 
vested. “When you’re consid¬ 
ering investing the time and 
money it can often take to go 
on a trophy hunt, it’s impor¬ 
tant to consider all the fac¬ 
tors to get the most accurate 
picture - which is what we’ve 
done,” he said. 

Still, Kentucky has re¬ 
corded some impressive 
numbers of trophy deer in 
the past several years. In the 
2011-12 season, for example, 
hunters took 77 Boone and 
Crockett Club eligible bucks. 
The department is still receiv¬ 
ing scores from the 2012-13 
season. 

There are multiple rea¬ 
sons Kentucky’s deer herd 
has such high quality: The 
state provides habitat guid¬ 
ance to landowners through 
its network of private lands 
wildlife biologists. Kentucky 
allows Sunday hunting and 
has extended seasons for deer, 
including a 136-day archery 
season this year. 

Kentucky’s one-buck rule 
also plays a major role in the 
state’s trophy deer production. 
Before this rule, 80 percent of 
the bucks taken in Kentucky 
were just 1 1/2 years old - too 
young to grow into trophy 
class. However, since the 
state phased in its one-buck 
limit from 1989-1991, the 
number of young bucks being 
taken by hunters in Kentucky 
dropped to nearly 40 percent. 
With age comes larger antler 
size. 

“If you look at the num¬ 
bers, you’ll see that hunters 
have taken trophy bucks in 
116 of Kentucky’s 120 coun¬ 
ties,” Gassett said. “If you 
do your homework and hunt 
hard, you just might take a 
trophy buck anywhere in the 
state.”

Western (1966) and Joe B. Hall 
at Kentucky (1978). 

Haskins underrated? 

Coached 1961-1999, 719 wins 
in 1,073 games, 67 per cent. 
Fourteen trips to the NCAA 
tournament, seven to the NIT. 
Pinnacle career moment, March 
19, 1966. Texas Western won a 
national championship upsetting 
Kentucky. On the UK bench 
that night, assistant coach Joe B. 
Hall. 

Hall underrated? Head coach 
at UK 1972-1985,297 wins in397 
games; an NIT championship, 
three NCAA Elite Eights, three 
Final Fours including a national 
championship win over Duke in 
1978. 

He is one of three men to 
win an NCAA championship as 
a player (1949, Kentucky) and 
coach. Bob Knight and Dean 
Smith are the others. 

COMMENT: Considering 
Texas Western’s schedule and 
conference, the late Haskins was 
not underrated. Over the years, 
he was given more than ample 
credit for the win over Kentucky. 
In 2007 he was inducted into the 
NaismithHall of Fame. His 1966 
team has also been inducted. 

COMMENT II: Hall has 
been underrated. His succeeding 
Rupp was publicized with a 
sympathetic slant, but media 
commentary during his tenure at 
UK did not adequately amplify 
the magnitude of expectations, 
criticism and second guess work 
he dealt with as a native son 
coaching at Kadillac U. 

Was there a dark cloud over 
Hall’s tenure? Yes. 

A smudge on his career at 
Kentucky and arguably pushing 
his name onto an ‘underrated’ 


list, was NCAA rules violations. 
Alleged $50 hand-shakes with 
players and boosters in the 
locker room, improper gifts to 
visiting recruit (Kent Benson), 
and a slush fund for players. 
Results were NCAA probation 
and Hall’s earlier-than-expected 
departure after just 13 seasons. 

UK SCHOLARS TAKE A 
BOW 

Had to be a skip in his step 
last week when Mitch Barnhart 
presented his department’s GPA 
for 2013 spring semester to the 
University of Kentucky athletics 
oversight committee. 

In particular, 12 of 13 men’s 
basketball players posted a 3.0 
or better grade point average 
and two had a 4.0. Outstanding. 
Point of pride for caring parents 
of players, educators and Big 
Blue Nation too, right?. 

That six of 13 players 
were newcomers to UK, a 3.4 
GPA is more remarkable when 
one calculates time invested 
in class, study hall, tutorial 
time, daily practice, team travel 
and whatever social life they 
manage. 

UK basketball’s GPA also 
reflects two college education 
vitals largely unmentioned - 
learning personal discipline and 
time management. 

By the weekend coach John 
Calipari was crowing, but his 
tweet was re-crafted from once 
hailing one-and-doners drafted 
by NBA teams as “greatest day 
in UK history.” This time there 
was at least acknowledgement of 
academics. 

“Are we proud of our 
players making it to the NBA? 
Of course,” Calipari said. “Are 
we happy about averaging more 
than 30 wins over the last four 
years? You bet. But we’re about 
more than that here at Kentucky. 
When you run a players-first 
program, it’s about helping kids 
reach their dreams both on and 
off the court and preparing them 
for the rest of their lives. You 
can do both at the University of 
Kentucky. It’s a standard that’s 
been set.” 

STANDARD 

There is a higher one to 
pursue. The NCAA’s Academic 
Progress Rate (APR) is the 
academic measure of all 976 
Division I teams on retention and 
eligibility on a 1,000 point scale. 

Kansas’s men’s basketball 
achieved a perfect score on the 
NCAA’s Academic Progress 
Rate for seventh straight time. 

“We’ve been fortunate to 
have guys who buy in to what 
it means to be a Jayhawk in 
basketball and in life,” Self said 

LastweekNCAAchampions 
Louisville (basketball) and 
Alabama (football) were 
recognized for scores between 
978 and 1,000 on annual APR 
rankings released in full this 
week. 

And, one of my favorites, 
Butler, twice NCAA basketball 
runner-up, was back on the APR 
list having scored perfect 1,000 
each of the previous three years. 

WORTH REPEATING 
DEPT. 

Basketball coach Brad 
Stevens turned down suitors 
trying to hire him away from 
Butler University again this 
spring. 

“The coaching carousel 
is a lot of fun to talk about and 
form opinions on and speculate 
about — until it hits your family. 
Then it’s not fun. It’s not fun 
to think about the impact it has 
on your family. No decision is 
made, no move is made until 
you examine the impact it has on 
your family.” 

And so it goes.
